A modest, youthful Jesuit pro­ 
fessor of the University of Louvain, 
Belgium, Abbe Gorges Le Maitre, 
M. | presented this theory at the Mount 
' Wilson observatory library here. 
He said the rays appear to be a 
glance left to; man of the primor­ 
dial fireworks that marked the be­ 
ginning of Rte universe ten billion 
years or so ago. 
Dr. Albert E. Einstein lauded the 
theory as the

pleasant, 
beautiful md satisfying interpreta­
